The Price of Waste Goes Up

lt is costing more every day to 
dispose of our wastes. | attended 
the Beaver Creek Township Board 
meeiing jasi week along with 
about 100 other people. They had 
gathered together because they 
heard their refuse pickup area was 
going to be closed. As it turned out 
it is not going to be closed but, the 
meeting did bring to my mind how 
much it costs us to dispose of our 
wastes, 

The reason there was talk of 
closing the pickup site was 
because the contractor was going 
to charge twice as much to empty 
the refuse boxes than he did the 
year before. The contractor's cost 
raised. The price of gasoline, tires, 
truck repairs, and labor are costing 
him much more than a year age. 
He has no choice but to pass the 
cost on. 

One woman talked to me after 


the meeting and gave me an idea of 


‘how individuals might help cut 


their costs. She just related to me 
that she didn't have any left overs 
from her table to haul to the refuse 
boxes. 

We as individuals create mest of 
the waste. We can help cut the 
amount we throw away. 


The people at the Beaver Creek 
Township meeting didn’t want to 
pay a fee to dump at the refuse 
But, Frederic township 
people pay one dollar per month to 
iake ihings to iheir pickup point. if 
you take your waste directly to the 
bi-county landfill you pay each 
time. | maintain, if you had less to 


take to the landfill or to the refuse 


boxes it would cost you fess. How 
can you Cut the amount of waste? 

i compost all of our table scraps 
and garbage. Not only do | save the 
expense of hauling it and paying to 
dispose of it, | gain enrichment for 


my vegetable and flower gardens. | 
even use some of my newspapers 
as a mulch in the garden. This only 
takes a small amount of news- 
papers, however. : 

Ail of our giass boities go to the 
Roscommon Bottles for Building 
program. They crush them and 
haul the crushed glass to Char- 
lotte, Mi., where the Owens - 
llinoise Glass Company buys it. If 
other communities would like to 
start a glass bottie recycling 
project, Mrs. Merrily Baldwin can 
tell you how to get one going. 

i usuaily save my newspapers for 
some organization that collects 
them to sell for recycling. But, 
right now | don’t know of any 
group. 

lf we all wasted less, re-used 
where possible, compost bio-de- 
gradable organic material, recycle 
glass we would cut down on the 
amount we have to pay to haul 
away.

Final Verdict Unknown 


Reviewing how the Michigan Leg- 
istature performed before it adjourned 
in mid-August for a few weeks makes 
me wonder if /’m.on the same wave 
length as the rest of the world seems 
to be. 

One newspaper headline proclaim- 
ed: “past Legislative Session Rated 
Highly Productive.” That made me 
stop and think right there. Through 
the past seven months, on a week to 
week basis, the Michigan Legislature 
had seemed neither highly productive 
nor lowly productive; it was just 
there. 

“ ..Observers...regarded the ses- 
sion as unusually productive, es- 
pecially with a new Democratic 
Senate, new leadership in both 
parties, a governor of the minority 
party and controversial issues,” the 
news report claims. It may well be 
true. 

The 1975 Legislature tackled three 
especially tough issues, and whal our 
elected representatives decided in all 
three areas leaves me a bit con- 
cerned. | refer to business tax reform, 


political reform, and teacher strike — 


legislation. 

Gov. Milliken, of course, vetoed 
the teacher strike bill, thus leaving 
the status quo for at least the 
present. Things could be worse. 

| agree with one observer, who 
back a few weeks ago when the 
Legisiature was working on the 
teacher strike bill, reasoned like this: 

‘“Afhat concerns me is that thev’re 
not even talking about the real issue. 
The question they're debating is how 
long should a teacher strike be 
permitted to last. They're not even 
talking about whether a teacher strike 
should be allowed in the first place.” 

Amen, brother; but | fear the 
system has passed us by. So | 
personally don't think it’s too impor- 
tant what the law says on the length 
of public employee strikes; if they’re 
permitted at all, they will last as long 
as the particular economic situation 
a-particular case, will allow regard- 
s-of-what the law says. 

Then there's political reform, 
wherein it is claimed the lawmakers 
responded to Watergate-era pres- 
sures to cleanse our political system. 
The political reform bill, it is

financial disclosure by public of- 
ficials and registration of lobbyists. 

The best thing about this bill is its 
name, for who can oppose anything 
called political reform? 

In my opinion, the so-called public 
pressure for a new law of this sort 
was nigh artificial in the first place; 
most plain old citizens expressed no 
desire for such “political reform”. 

But it’s here, and what concerns 
me now is what all may be really 
involved. The new law may well 
create as many problems as it solves, 
once it gets into motion, with angies 
and bends that few of its backers 
knew about or intended. I’m just a 
little afraid of how it’s going to work 
in practice. 

! fec! much the same way about the 
“business tax reform,” wherein eight 
current business taxes are replaced 
with a single tax, providing about 
$800 million a year in state taxes from 
business, just as the replaced eight 
business taxes now produce. 

According to its backers, the new 
tax will “simplify the tax system, and 
provide year-to-year stabilization in 
revenues.” 

By definition, then, business will 
be paying the same or similar level of 
taxes in good years as in bad years; 
that may be good for the state, but 
it's not good for a business that may 
be having trouble making ends meet 
already, especially in a low-protit or 
non-profit year. 

I'm wondering how this new single 
business tax is going to cut when it is 
applied in real life; for example, 
General Motors is a Michigan bus- 
iness, and so is the candy store on 
the corner, and what’s good for 
General Motors in the area of state 
taxes may not be good for the small 
hometown business, and vice versa. 

Only time and application will tell 
what we really have in this new single 
business tax, and how it is going to 
affect each Michigan business; that’s

‘If You Meet A Snake 
He Might Be one of These 


The vacationing camper and woods wanderer will have ar 
Opportunity to observe birds, flowers and wildlife. Some may also 
See Snakes along streams, lakes and in the woods. 

Here are some descriptions to help identify them. None are 
Poisonaus. 

SMALL SNAKES 

Ring-necked Snake — All black or slate-colored above: distinct 
yellowish collar around neck; belly yellowish. 

Smooth green snake (grass snake) — All green above; tighter 
on belly. 

Little brown snake (Dekay’s snake] — Brown above; belly 
Pinkish or light brown; narrow fight stripe down back. 

Red - bellied snake (Storer's snake, tittle copper snake) -- 
Solid black o7 blackish above; belly red. 

MEDIUM - SIZED SNAKES 

Garter snake — Three yellowish stripes, one dowa back and 
fone on each side; black or dark gray between stripes; belly light. 
Some may be dull in color while others show bright coloration. This 
is the most commonly encountered species in Michigan. 

Hog-nosed snake [puff adder, blowing adder] — Stout build; 
Pointed upturned snout; color variable from brown to gray, with 
dark blotches; belly yellowish or white. Absolutely harmless 
despite hissing and threatening appearance. 

Milk snake ~- Detinite blotches of chocolate brown with black 
borders; background color cream; betly pattern of black and white 
checkered appearance. 

Water snake (black water snake) — Variable in color: may be 
brown gray or black with obscure banding pattern from side to side: 
beny white o7 yellowish. 

LARGE SNAKES 

Fox snake (womper} — Brownish yellow with large dark brawn 
blotches; black and white checkered appearance on belly. 

Pilot biack snake — Our largest snake, which has a recorded 
length of eight feet; uniform black above; may have o¥scure 
blotches; seems conlined to Lake Erie and Lake Ontario.

The sauger, as iti is commonly termed, is a rather 


| shrinking violet, ‘for it avoids trouble whenever 
possible. 

f Although its population undoubtedly reaches thousands in 
acucharn Michigan, with Oakland id County lakes as a center, it is

rarely encountered, since its home most of the time is in wet, 
boggy habitat, where few people venture. 

In the summer, however, it is killed by motorists as it 
squirms across 4 highway, and upsets the decorum of golfers 
by making a frightening appearance in the rough portiona of 
a links.

Blue Racer Causes Acrobatics 


OF MICHIGAN’S 18 snakes, the sauger is the only poison- 
, Ous variety, although at one time the timber rattler was found 
«in southwestern counties. In comparison with the vicious tim- 
ber variety, the sauger is a dullard with a benign disposition. 
It seldom attains more than a yard in length, and seems 
. tewhere near as formidable as a pilot black snake, a harmless 
eight-footer. The five-foot pine snake of the Upper Peninsula 
is more awesome, and a source of far greater acrobatics by 
picnickers is the fast and slithering blue racer with a maxi- 
mum of six feet. 
The sauger belongs to a group of venomous reptiles known ff 
&s pygmy rattlesnakes. These rattlesnakes, Fowler reveals, are 
distinguished by a set of nine plates on the top of their heads 
in contrast to numerous small scales on the heads of other rat- { 
tlers. The Michigan or eastern-subspecies ranges from western 
New York state as far west as Jowa and south into Missouri. 
It is distinguished from harmless snakes by the triangular 
head, a characteristic of all pit vipers, and the musical instru- 
ment at the end of the tail, which actually produces a hissing 
sound rather than a series of rattles. “A row of dark blotches 
down the middle of the back is another clue to identification. 
. . s 


Its Venom Is Powerful — 


COPPERHEADS and water moccasins are also pit vipers, 
so called because of presence of a sensory pit on each side of 
the head between the nostril and the eye. The pit registers 
slight differences in temperatures, and assists the snake in dis- 
covery of warm-blooded prey. 

The sauger’s venom is more powerful than that of the 
diamondback, but difficult to inject to humans through cloth- 
ing because of short fangs. Although a bite develofs nausea, 
dizziness and a pronounced swelling of the area around the 

int of contact, no death from such origin has been recorded 
in this state. 

The poison causes a breakdown of red corpuscles in the 
blood. itis ‘is counteracted by an anti-toxin known as anti-venim

Despite widely established fears of poisonous snakes, they 
are responsible for only 10 to 20 deaths annually in the United 
States, according to Fowler. In New Mexico. which contains 
12 kinds of rattlers including the massasauga. the public is 
well conditioned to their abundance. 

Professional snake catchers pin a seven-foot diamondback 
to the ground with a forked stick thrust behind the head. Thev 
grab the snake by the neck and drop it mto a sack for disposal 
of the skim as ornamentai leather. There is no stampede to 
enter such employment. 5 


Horses Can Detect Sauger 
THE MICHIGAN sauger is so sluggish it will not vibrate its 


rattles when humans walk within several feet It sometimes 
retreats into hiding. Even when coiled it cannot strike beyond 
a third of its length. Hunting dogs and horses are bitten with- 
out fatal consequences, with the latter as infrequent victims 
They scent a rattler from some distance, and some humans 
claim the same ability, saying the odor is like that of rotting 
cucumbers. 

Detection by horses is often dicanny. A team of bays 
driven by Art Burns, a Howell farmer stopped suddenty 
en route to town, and refused to budge. They had snorted and 
aed their ears. Burns grabbed « shovel from his wagon 
and killed a sauger lying in a cool rut of the sandy road about 
50 feet distant. With the snake out of the way. the team con- 
tinued their journey nonchalantly 

The massassuga is not dangernus if several precautions 
aré followed. The invader should wear boots or high shoes 
in damp, boggy territory and deeply shaded woodlands near 
swalex and pot holes He should he careful where he steps 
Tf picking flnwere, he should lonk twice before putting hes hand 
to the ground 

Upper Peninsula residents and visitore may shrug off Mich. 
igan’s only poisonous snake as nonexistent. for it does not occur 
above the straits. It has, however, been reported as far south | 
as Bow Blanc Island in Lake Huron near Mackinac Island

Public Hearing — August 12, 1975 

The Public Hearing was called to order at 8:00 p.m. by 
Supervisor Fowler on .a proposed street lighting project in the 
Clough’s Highland Acre, Pine Grove, and North Park Subdivisions 
area. Consumers Power Company prepared a pian which consists 
of eleven - 6500 lumen mercury vapor lights at an annual cost of 
$704.00. Supervisor proposed 71 units wii! be utilizing the lights 
‘and based the special assessment on “same amounting to 
approximately $10.00 per residence per year. . 

Several questions from the floor were answered and comments 
heard. 

Board members stated a planned system was much more

Regular meeting resumed at 8:25 p.m. . 

A show of hands on the street lighting project discussed at the 
hearing indicated 9 persons in favor, and 3 persons cpposed. The 
proposed plan of Consumers Power Company and a special 
assessment district based on 71 units as established at the hearing 
for street lighting in the Clough's Highland Acre, Pine Grove, and 
North Park Subdivisions area were approved. 

Ordinance 7-75, an Ordinance to Create a Compensation 
Commission for Grayling Township was adopted. 2 

Grayling Tewnship Ordinance #7-75 
THE TOWNSHIP OF GRAYLING ORDAINS: 

There is hereby created for the Township of Grayling a 
Compensation Commission whose duties shall be to determine the 
salaries of al! elected township officers. 

The Commission shall consist of five (5) members .who are 
tegistered electors of the Township to be appointed by the 
Supervisor and subject to confirmation by a majority of the 
members elected and serving on the Township Board. 

a. The terms of office shalt be five (5) years, except that of the 
members first appointed, one each shall be appointed for terms of 
1, 2,3, 4 and 5 years, All first mambers shal! be appointed within 
thirty (30) days after the effective date of the ordinance. Thereafter 
members shall be appoinied before October 71 of the year of 


"appointment. Vacancies shall be filled for the remainder of an 


unexpired term. An officer or employee of any government agency 
or unit or member of the immediate family of such an officer or 
emptoyee shail not be eligible to be appointed to the Commission. 

b. Duties. The Commission shall determine the salaries of the 
Township elected officials which determinations shall be the 
, salaries untess the Township Board, by resolution adopted by 2/3 
of the members elected to dnd serving on the Board, rejects the 
determinations. The determinations of the Commission shall be 
effective thirty (30) days following their filing with the Township 
Clerk unless rejected by the Township Board. In case of rejection, 
the existing salary shall prevail. Any expense allowance or 
reimbursement naid to elected officials in addition to salary shal! 
be for expenses incurred in the course of Township business and 
accounted for to the Township. 

c. Meetings. The Commission shall meet for not more than 


; fifteen (15) session days in 1975 and every odd numbered year 


thereafter and shall make its determinations within forty-five (45) 
Calendar days of its first meeting. A majority of the members of the 
Commission constitutes a quorum for conducting the business of 
the Commission. The Commission shali take no action or make 
determinations without a concurrence of a majority of the members 
appointed and serving on the Commission. The Commission shall 
elect a chairman from among its members. “Session days” means 
any calendar day on which the Commission meets and a quorum is 
present. The members of the Commission shall receive no 
compensation, but shall be entitled to actual and necessary 


“expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


d. Implementation Of Ordinance. The Township Board may 
implement the provisions of the ordinance by resolution including 
the date for convening the Commission. 

e. Petition For Referendum And Approval Of The Ordinance. 
Within sixty (60) days after the effective date of the ordinance, a 
petition for a referendum on the ordinance may be filed with the 
Township Clerk containing the signatures of not less than five (5%) 
percent of.the registered electors of the Township on the effective 
date of the ordinance in which case the election shall be conducted 
in the same manner as an election On a resolution under Subsection 
(2) of Act 176 of the Public Acts of 1974. If a petition for referendum 
is filed, any determinations of the Commission shall not be 
effective until the ordinance has been approved by the electors. 

t. Decrease Of Salary. The salary of an elected Township 
official shall not be decreased during the officials term of office. 

g. Authority Per Diem Compensation. The authority of the 
Commission does not extend to those elected officials who are 
paid per diem or per meeting compensation. 

h. Effective Date. Salaries as determined by the Commission 
shall be effective April 1 of the year following said determinations, 
or in case of a change in the fiscal year, at the first of the month 
closest to the beginning of the fiscal year. 

i. Division Of Salary. The authority of the Commission shall 
include the right to include a separate amount if the Supervisor is a 
certified assessor. Split of salary may be made in any case where 
State law requires certain qualifications tor a specific job. 

This ordinance is to take effect on the rd day of September, 
1975, and is adopted in pursuance of Act 176 of the Public Acts of 
1974. 

This is to certify that Ordinance #7-75 was considered and duly 
adopted by the Township of Grayling at a regular meeting held on 
the 12th day of August, 1975.

Regional Placement System 
Planned For 13 Counties 


Expancled placement services for high school graduates have 
been initialed for 13 counties of northern Michigan through a 
State-funded program called “Project Jobs.” 

COOR and !osco are two of the five Intermediates in the 


project. 


The other 3 Intermediates are Charlevoix - 
Cheboygan - Otsego - Presque Isle (COP), and Alpena - 


Emmett, 
Mont- 


morency - Alcona (AMA) Intermediates. The AMA Intermediate will 
be the fiscal and coordinating agency. 
Key to the effort are counselors in the 34 local school districts 


in the region who will be supplied information and assistance for 
sob placement of high schaol graduates. Just as they have been 
counseling students going on to college. they will now have toals, 
matenals and skills to aid students i locating jobs in their chosen 
fields. 

The thrust of this new program is a result of the directive from 
tha State Board af Fancabon which has desianated placement as 
one of the four standards of quality in an educational system. 
combined with success of pilot placement projects over the past 
tew years, : 

Project Jobs is a three year program. funded for the first year 
try a $40.000 grant from the State Department of Education's 
Vocational-Technical Education Service. The funds will provide for 
a number of things, including the in-service programs tor 
counselors which are scheduled this fall in the northern Michigan 
regional program. : 

The first year of the project ss directed toward placement 
services for some 1.700 Vocational graduates: the second and third 
vears services will be offered to all graduates regardless of their 
choice of direction - vocational. career or college - following high 
schoot. 

Needs assessment uncovered common factors in the 13 
county area. Low tamily income, high unemployment and out 
migration of youth. small industrial base and other economic and 
employment patterns were conimon to this area. Need was also 
demonstrated in meetings with Michigan Employment Security 
Commission. Manpower training programs’ and focal district 
personnel. 

The grant directs specitic duties to Intermediates and local 
districts. It will help pay for three additional regional staff members 
to help carry out the program. They will be regional people and will 
function on a year-round basis. 

In addition. each Intermediate will be providing factual 
information about careers and employment opportunities to local 
districts: conducting inservice training for counselors and teachers 
relating to work experiences. and employability skills needed by 
students; serve as local and downstate job developers and inform 


prospective employers regarding students available for em- 
ployment ; 3 
Each intermediale will develop an information network 


regarding employment openings working with MESC Job Bank. 
coordinate annual follow-up surveys on area graduates. establish 
job placement procedures and coordinate student testing efforts.
